Canadians Take Revenge. 
"Thib iliM-i'M ry mail.' the CaliadlanS 
fl«ht like diinuus. Ily sheer force of 
their rage they carried the trench and 
Hiirroiinded some fifty Germans. The 
Uermans had their bunds above their 
heads, a token of surrender, but tbe 
raiiHiliuns went nt them with their 
bayiiiii'ls. 

"Those who witnessed the slaughter 
say ll was frichlfiil. Not a single (!er- 
ITian was left alive. M"-l of theui 
were s|illt up Ilie mlilille l.y the liayo- 
uets ol llie eiiraKeil I 'ainnli ins. It was 
Minn after that we learneil nf III.' nrder 
of tbe Uenuan general stall', "lake no 
Canadian prisoners.' "
